sion of some material stored in the build- 
ing, probably gasoline or benzine. The 
manner in which the fides of the build- 
ing were blown out leads the officials to 
believe the interior was filled with a. gas- 
eous vapor.

It may surprise some to know that in 


Wisconsin there are mules that work 
in the Iron mines, though the four In 
the Montreal mine, six miles west of 
Hurley, are brought to the surface ev- 
ery night. 
They are let down in the 


"skips." which carry a case for them, to 
shafts SOO feet deep. Here they drag 
cars of ore from the rooms,-where the 
miners are at work, to- the thaft. One 
mule docs the work of six men.. The 
cars run on toy railroad tracks-laid for 
the purpose. The ore Is lifted up to the 
surface by means of the engines located 
a,t the top and sometimes 1,000 tons are 
pulled up in a day. 
• As Is well known, the famous Norrle 
mine at Ironwood, forty miles from 
Ashland, has been bought by Carnegie. 
It now elves work to about 400 men. 
lii the 
flush times it employed 1.400 


men. and was said to have surpassed 
the world's record for annual output— 
960,000 tons of Iron ore.

laid out in 1SS5, and In less than two 
years the community numbered 4,000 
people.

Death of I>wl« Knapp. an Eeeentrle 


Bnllder of TombntonrB, 
From Dally of Jan. 27. 


Lewis Knapp, known all 
over 
the 


country as the builder of the strangest 
tombstones ever heard of, died of heart 
disease at Kenosha, aged 85 years. He 
was one of the earliest pioneers of Keno- 
Bha, and as a merchant of the early days 
took active part in the commercial rival- 
ry of tne time when it was believed Ken- 
osha was destined to outstrip Chicago. 


He retired from active life fifteen years 


ago, ana since that time has h-.en active 
in erecting the1'1 monuments which have 
>een tne source of his notoriety and to 


(ee which uioutands of people have vis- 
ted Kenosha from all parts of —o coun- 
try. 
Ti-e features of the 
monuments,

The members of thu Sons _ of Veterans 


and Grand Army of tlie Republic and old 
soldiers nnd in fuut other patriotic citi- 
zens arc feeling very sore nt some mem- 
bers of the hoard of education nnd ex- 
press themselves quite emphatically upon 
the matter. 


A fen- weeks ago the Sons of Veterans 


engaged Willard Ji Ciiandlcr to give a 
bird's eye view nnd lecture of the civil 
war, nt the Lakeside Auditorium, the an- 
nouncement bcin£ made that the proceeds 
would go for the benefit of the 
equip- 


ment and building fund of the Grand 
Army hall, to be creeled by the allied so- 
cieties of the Grand Army of the Re- 
public. 


Jt wa* decided to give a matinee on 


Friday afternoon for the sole interest of 
the children attending the public schools 
A communication wis> presentee! to the 
Bonrd of Education, asking; that the 
schools be dismissed nt 3 o'clock in the 
afternoon, in order that all might be able 
to attend. 


Commissioners Roggenbau and Free- 


man did not just like the idea of closing 
the schools, Mr. Rojtgcnbau on the ground 
that it was not thu right thinpr to do, 
'that it would do the children no good 
.nnd that an admission fee was charged. 
Mr. Freeman could see no good in recall- 
in™ and inculcating in the minds of the 
children a hatred for one section of the 
country and claimed that the incidents 
of the war should be allowed io die out. 


After an explanation of the exhibi- 


tion and lecture had been made by Dr. 
McDowell and the assurance given that 
the lecture was simply historical and in 
no way tending to partisanship, the re- 
quest was granted and complimentary 
tickets were distributed among the mem- 
bers of the Board. 


This, it was supposed, would end the 


matter, but it appears that Commissioner 
Elmlinger happened to be at the Second

morning and 


heard Miss Christie, the principal, mak- 
ing announcement in regard to the lec- 
ture. He asked Miss Christie by what 
right such action was being taken and 
the lady produced a letter from a com- 
mittee of i.hc Sons of Veterans in which 
they offered a prize to the children sell- 
ing the largest number of tickets. 


The commissioner called a halt until 


he could investigate and Miss Christie 
relumed the tickets with nn explanation. 
Commissioner 'Roggenbau was apprised 
of the circumstances 
and 
called • upon j 


Superintendent Estabrook and requested 
him to send a note to each ot' the princi- | 
pa!.* of the schools, instructing them to j 
Mop selling the tickets. T!ie !?upcrintcn- j 
dent knew of no rule in the premises and , 
asked 
Mr. 
Koggcnbau if such 
notion i 


would not create a feeling with the Sons' 
of Veterans and Mr. Roggenbau allowed ', 
that they should not look at it in that 
way. 


The superintendent sent a note to the 


principals informing them of the 
condi- j 


tion of affair* and that they must act : 
upon their best judgment and the result 
was lhat every principal gave out the 
tickets to the children except Miss Chris- 
tic. 


At a meeting of the Board of Educa- 


tion held last evening Commissioner Elm- j 
linger called attention to what he had ' 
heard nt the Second ward school in re-1 
gard to the scholars selling ticket* tor ; 
prizes nnd that he had called a halt lifter 
asking by what authority it wa« being 
done and finding it was on a letter from 
the Sons of Veterans committee, in 
which it was stated that the Board had 
said it was nil right.

Miss Christie to send the tickets back 
and she had done so. The commissioner 
nskrd what knowledge the siiporinten- j 
dent had of the matter. Mr. Estabrook 
said that one of the principals had called

A general discussion followed and sev- 


eral of the commissioners took part, but 
the majority did not sec that any harm 
had been done thus far, 


A rule in the by-laws which reads as 


follows, was called up: 


Section 4. 
No subscription paper or 


show bill shall be circulated in any pub- 
lic school and co collection or contribu- 
tion for any purpose shall be taken there- 
in, except by -permission of the board. 


There is no allusion in the section, to | 


distributing and selling of tickets. 
Com- 


missioner Pcil thought that under the 
circumstances.and to guard against any 
future 
misunderstanding 
tnat 
there 


should be an amendment to the section 
to read: "That no tickets be bought or 
sold upon the school grounds, without 
permission of the board." 


This ended the difficulty,-but there is 


n bitter feeling on the part of the Sons 
of Veterans and the Grand Army of the. 
Republic and they are openly expressing 
themselves'upon the streets and in pub- 
lic places today and claim that this is not 
the last that will be heard of it.

The city council of the Young Men's 


Christian Association, held its first meet- 
ing last night, with a large number of 
spectators present. • Mayor 
Max 
Heck 


was in the chair and after the roll was 
called and it was found that a quorum 
was present, the business opened up in 
the usual order. The mayor said that 
he had his first nddress to deliver and 
read it. The document covered six or 
eight pages oHegal cap paper, typewrit- 
ten, nnu was interesting and contained 
many interesting points pertaining to the 
welfare anu necessities of the city at 
large. 


Attention was called to the condition 


of the highways of the city. In many 
instances the streets are open through 
some blocks and not others, and the may- 
or had no doubt but that eventually all 
of these streets would be cut through. 
Grading should be attended to in the 
outskirts of the town. 
A reason for the 


necessity 
of grading was because 
the 


water could not run 011. The extension 
of the sewerage system was .recommended 
and the condition o* the sidewalks were 
touched 
upon and how children 
were 


obliged to wade through mud and snow 
to school. The crowded condition of the 
public schools was attended 
to. Sub- 


stantial buildings were recommended nnd 
not. 
fancy towers, etc. 
Paving of the 


streets was recommended as one of the 
essential improvements to the 
growth 


and welfare 'of the city. At the same 
time the most deplorable street'! were 
pointed out, and where paving would do 
the most good. The mayor paid the po- 
lice force a high compliment as being the 
mos-t efficient in the United -States. The 
fire and poiicc law was'alluded to. In 
regard to the financial condition of the 
city Kis Honor found lhat the bonded 
debt was $3S'!,000. In

The last an- 
nual tax levy for city purposes was about 
5171,000. The city collects annually for 
licenses about $25.000.

There has cccn 
a 


tendency in years gone by to transfer 
moneys 
from the poor fund into

other. 
I should deem this inadvisable 


except in tl;c most necessary cases. The 
cemetery fund 
is. under our 
present 


charter and ordinances, practically self- 
supporting. The poiicc I'nnd 
is 
used 


principally in paying the salaries and ex- 
penses of the police force. The same is 
true of the fire department fund. 
The 


library fund heretofore has been of prac- 
tically no importance, but since the es- 
tablishment of the public library, will be 
one of the most important funds and will 
require most 
careful 
nnd 
expeditions 


mnnagemcnt. Tho contingent 
fund 
is 


that fund made of all moneys of which 
there is no express charter provision and 
should be the only one from which trans- 
fers of moneys should be mode into other 
funds. 
Tho fire hydrant rental fund is 


self-explanatory. The 
salary 
fund 
is 


used principally to pay the city officials.
